The Peace Party. 

It is well known that Eorne of the most 
zealous Republicans at the commencement ol 
these troubles belonged to the ultra peace 
party. Let the South go, was the word. Let 
no sword be drawn to prevent it. They have 
charged since, and are uow the mortal ene- 
mies of all who say peace. We believe these 
Republicans were the only unconditional 
peace patty we have had. Soma others are 
called peace men; but they bav3 Dever sild 
th/y would accept peace and disunion. Thtv, 
whilst they oppose the war as It is, express 
the utmost dtvotion to the Union of these 
States. They have never said let us have 
peace at the expense of Uuion. They say 
peace because they believe that peace will 

ice Union sooner than war. .They may err 
in this, but there is room for difference of 
opinion in this point. They want commis- 
sioners appointed to treat with the South, or 
to eee if peace and Union cannot be obtained. 
They want a universal amu- Itj, the repeal cf 
penal laws, and rebels offered the old Consti- 
tution with all its guaranties. Then their 
judgmeut ir, tbit resistance to the authority 
of the Government will cease, and peace and 
Union be restored. 

In short, thty would sink peac I as this and 
other wise Gove: niueuts have sought peace 
before. But rupposc that, afur ::11 thise 
overtures arc msde, the sccided Spates would 
still retif. r-i»d refusj all but icdep RdMMC — 
wh .t thei t They might rep'y that "suiiicitnt 
unt-j the day is the evil thereof." 

If we ire to settle what 6hould ba done in 
any future possible contingency, an equally 
puzzling nation might be aaked ou the other 
side. 

Suppose tbe war be carried on until the 
power to make war is exhausted and the South 
is still unsubdued— suppose, when the whole 
South i* ovenun. there is still no submission, 
that no laws can be executed in the South but 
by stacdirg armies— wh it then? There is tie 
same question, and likely to come up, upon a 
possible contingency. 

The zealous war man would U back on the 
same reply — "suflieieut unto the day is the 
evil thereof." 

Now, we take it for granted thit this war 
will Kt<>p some eiay not very 1m distant; and 
tcith Union the sooner it Btops the better. 

The President has proposed terms of peace, 
but they amount to noiLicg. The effect will 
be but partial and insignificant. To enforce 
such terms wculd be more difficult than to 
settle the dispute originally. Beeide^, the 
President does not say he will agree to no 
other terms. Why, then, should we not know 
if peace and Union can be had on any terms, 
or if thfycan not?

Eaflh'.- Republicans have tO come to the 
ImMM that the rtb:ls have no ojnstitu'.ional 
rights. Thty have ejected our Constitution, 
claimed to be an independent people, and de- 
mand to be so treated. Hence they have no 
right that we arc bound to respect under our 

Now, it is trus lhe3c rebels can't claim any 
rights under our Constitution without self- 
stuliificuion. It is sheer impertinence in a 
man, who repudiates our laws and Constitu- 
tion, to claim their pro.eetiou wheu he needs 
it. A!l this i3 admitted. But, there is another 
side to the question. Wheu we assert that 
they have no rights under cur Constitution, 
we admit that they owe it no obedience. We 
coucede that they have achieved independence 
of oar Constitution and laws. We thus stul- 
tify oureclves ou oae side, as they would on 
the other, did th; y eUlm any right under our 
Constitution. Our pretensions require that 
wo treat these rebels aa under our Constitu- 
tion, lo matter whit they m-iv cl vim to be 

A Christian may say that his Infidel neigh- 
bor has no rigut to cliitn to ba treated accord- 
ing to the rules of Christianity, fir the latter 
does not agree that he is bound by those rules. 
But can the Christian, therefore, in dealinj 
with that neighbor, disregard ail Cnrisiian ob- 
ligations?

This, we suppose, was his 
reason for sending our garrison at Newb 
to Richmond as prisoners, to be exchanged 
for Buch rebels as he may send hereafter. 



rash and sangine have already con 
viuced themselves of the subjugation of the 
rcbele. Already, in their minds, they have 
numbered, weighed and divided them; al- 
ready they are prepared to apportion coufls- 
o tted estates and measure out tbe punishment 
agaiast those in arms again3t the Government. 
We have not succeeded in reaching that en- 
viable pitch of confidence which contemplates 
the contest as already ended. We have seen 
that the divisions in the South are not of that 
character which looks to a restoration of the 
Union. We have noticed such divisions but 
have seen that as a general rule they are dis- 
agreements as to the best mode of aiding the 
rebellion. We have seen more unity, reso- 
lution and vigor among them than admits of 
a speedy termination of the war, and late 
eveuts are bitterly developing the ttuth of 
our surmise.i. 

List week we learned that the rebels were 
making an effjrt to again blockade the Missis- 
sippi—with what success is to be learned. 
Johnston's army has mysteriously disappear- 
ed somewhere ; it may be for that purpose. 

Saturday night's dispatches were uniformly 
uuiavotable, as was the news derived from 
other sources. We read that Kentucky was 
invaded by prowling bands in two quar- 
ters, which were endeavoring to establish a 
base somewhere on or near the State line. 
This of itself is not alarming. But it is ac- 
companied with other unfavorable intelli- 
gence. We hear of an unsuccessful contest 
on our part at Tazewell, and that cur forces 
are in a measure besieged at Cumberland 
Gap. That place has hitherto been a trap for 
both sides, and its capture would b3 a serious 
disaster to our arms. The same day it is told us 
that "Kncxville is in a critical condition." 
That may mean that it has ere this fallen. If 
so, the President's proclamation was prema- 
ture, and East Tennessee is lost to our armies- 
What effect this will have upon Middle Ten- 
nessee we do not care to scrutinize too 
closely. 

Following this disaster is the certain Intelli- 
gence of the fall of Newbern, North Carolina, 
after having been in our possession two yeais. 
It wis in the department of that disgrace to 
the service Buvler, and its fall might have 
been anticipated, though it is none the more 
agreeable to know that it ha3 come. 

The effect of this can only be to prolong the 
war, but it shows how premature have been 
all the anticipations which contemplated a 
speedy termination of the war. We must 
look the fact in the face that the rebels are 
still a strong, active people, fighting with the 
(nergy ol desperation. We must take to our- 
s-clvcs the fact that the harsh measures of the 
Administration have, in their opinion, lea 
them no alternative but victory or death. 

It is the opening of the spring campaign 
months earlier than we anticipated, and it is a 
vigorous opcniDg for them. It might have 
been anticipated. It might have been sup- 
posed that they would not wait till cur arm- 
ies were recruited— our re-enlisted veterans 
ngain at their po3ts. It is very possible that 
the present month will be one of desperate 
battles all around the lines of the Confederate 
territory, and the issue of these battles may 
be more important than any we have yet en- 
gaged in. We hope our Generals are prepared 
for it. We hope that Knoxville may yet be 
sived. We hope that a soldier will be placed 
in the place- of the palitician, Butler. We 
hope a more generous policy will be adopted, 
aud th it the nation will arise to the crisis 
which is coming upon it. If something is not 
done, an 1 done speedily, East Tennessee, all 
Njrth Carolina and a greater part of Ken- 
tucky will be lost. Two months may set us 
back two years. 

It is not in idle boastings and deceitful 
dream3 of success that this contest is to be 
won. With all the suffering and destitution ia 
the South, there still burns under their rug- 
ged regimeutal8 a desperation and valor that 
demands all the wisdom, all the courage, and 

ail the resources of the Government to sup- 
press. 

J^*The Frankfort Commonwealth has an 
article enumerating eight reasons why the 
seat of Government should not be removed to 

Louisville. 

There are at lea6t sixteen good reasons why 
it should be, but it is useli6s to name them 
all. Louisville is the great commercial center, 
ard to this point, more than any other, the 
business and travel of the State is always 
tending, llere is every accommodation End 
comfort for the members. The place is of 
easy access and always beyond the reach of 
raids. The records and archives of the State 
are rot in peril here, ar.d we believe it would 
be better for tho interests of the common- 
wealth aud add greatly to the personal com- 
fort and convenience of members to have the 
seat of Government at Louisville. We knew 
cur people wculd txtend a generous hospital- 
ity to members, uluI their evenings, when not 
employed ia the committee rooms, would not 
be passed In listening to the bores that usu- 
ally beset them at Frankfort. It would be au 
agreeable change— a step in the right direc- 
tion; for here the members can procure just 
such accommodations as they desire— from a 
genteel private boarding-house to the first- 
class hotel. The merchants and citizens of 
t"je State would find it a real convenience; 
for, while here on their ordinary busine s 
trips, thty could attend to the many requests 
of the people of their bection, without going 
upon a pilgrimage, as now, to Frankfort— 
solely and oniy for that purpose. 

R is all important to Frankfort to 
keep the seat of Government at that 
point if it can. It is tho luegs 
through wh.'ch it lives and breathes. With- 
out it who would go to Frankfort, unless, per 
chance, once In a lifetime, to look at its cem- 
etery, where 6leep some of Kentucky's uoble 
dead? Whatever the action of the Legisla- 
ture may be in regard to the removal of the 
State Capital, the glaring fact that Louisville 
has all the advantages of position, of comfort, 
of convenience, of spacious halls, of splendid 
accommodations, together with the fact that 
at this point most members have constant op- 
portunities of seeing their constituency, 
would seem to argue tbe necessity of so de- 
sirable a change. Shall it be done— and why 
not?

MYSTERIOCS AND MELANCnOLT MBTAMOBIHO- 
SIS. 

[From the Whig of the 18th of January.] 
Some years ago^ — :tot more than two, or, at 
tbe outs de, three — the world was startled by 
the sudden appearance in the New Hemis- 
phere of a numerous and very warlike people. 
They were from five to eight millions strong, 
occupied a vast and exceedingly fertile terri- 
tory, and at tbe time were engaged in a bloody 
w-tr against a people three times as numerous, 
who disputed their right to Independence.

Shocrino Murder at Suffield, Conn. —

Suddenly, in his excitement, 
Adams dealt him a blow on the head with his 
ax, knocking him down senseless. Losing 
all self-control, he then continued his blows 
upon the prostrate man, until suddenly the 
thought that he was a murderer flashed into 
his mind, and he left the shed and went into 
his bouse , leaving the murdered man lying 
face downward in his blood. When discover- 
ed Brown's head was found to be fearfully 
b ittered, with the skull I rokea in one or two 

E laces. Great gashes were seen on tbe fore- 
ead and back of the head, and a hole waa 
broken in back pirt of the left ear, while the 
lower patt of the skull was literally smashed. 

The victim, strange to say, continued to 
breathe, and was not dead until an hour and a 
halt after the Mows had been given. Adams 
gave himself up and is now in confinement. 
He is represented as being a grasping, close- 
fisted man. Tbe place where ttie murder waa 
committed, says a Connecticut exchange, is 
fated ground. Near it Adams' father killed 
himself by cuttiLg his throat; in the same 
house, some years ago, a woman hung her- 
self; later, another woman in the same house 
~:ed without a moment's warning; on the 
same premises, a few years since, a negro tell 
ma load of hay and broke his neck. Ia 
addition to this caUlogne of horrors, the 
bouse has been repeatedly broken into by 
lidnight robbers and murderers. On one 
occasion two of Adams' hired men, claiming 
that they were unjustly kept out of their lull 
w.iges, entered his bedroom at mgbt, threat- 
ening to shoot him if their demands were not 
complied with, and a woman, who, aroused 
bv the noise, fearlessly entered the room, waa 
shot through the arm, the ball shatterine; her 
wrist.
